Libraries need state funding 


Loss of funding will impact through decreased interlibrary loan program

WILMINGTON-TEWKS- 
BURY-BOSTON - Sitting on 
the Governor’s desk this week 
is a supplemental budget bill 
passed last week by both leg- 
islative houses, which 
includes monies for the 


regional library system. If 
the Governor vetoes the bill, 
even the more casual library 
user will feel the pinch. 
Action on the bill us due by 
August 8. 

House Bill 4181 would 
restore $1.29 million to the 


regional library system. The 
controversial bill —_ulso 
includes $40 million for legal 
immigrant healthcare, $2.5 
million for grater Boston 
zoos, and about $12 mill for 
the trial courts.

Olin Superfund update 


EPA gives conditional approval of work plan 


> By JAYNE W. MILLER 

= WILMINGTON - The United 
States Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
issued a conditional approval 
of the Olin Superfund site 
work plan last month. The 
town and a local environmen- 
tal group, along with their 
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professional environmental 
consultants, issued comments 
on the plan thus far. 
Fieldwork is expected to 
commence in September. 
“Although several condi- 
tions and comments remain, 
this Draft Final Remedial 
Investigation/Feasibility 
Study Work Plan satisfies a 
majority of the concerns pre- 
viously raised by EPA and 
provides a satisfactory cure 
to the deficiencies outlined in 
EPA's letter of March 12, 
2009,” states the conditional 
approval, dated July 16. 
According to the EPA, the 
Remedial 
Investigation/Feasibility 
Study is a process to evaluate 
the nature and extent of the 
contamination as well as 
requiring the parties to “con- 


tinue operation of an ongoing 
treatment system, monitor 
an on-site cont. ‘nment area 
and install an off-property 
pilot extraction well.” 

The Olin Corporation sub- 
mitted a new draft Remedial 
Investigation/Feasibility 
Study work plan in late April 
following the March 12 letter, 
on which, the citizens group 
Wilmington Environmental 
Restoration Committee 
(WERC), the town of 
Wilmington, and other stake- 
holders and representatives 
commented. 

Following the conditional 
approval, WERC, the town, 
and their environmental con- 
sultant - Geolnsight - offered 
further comments. EPA 
Remedial Project Manager, 
Jim DiLorenzo, issued com-

1 tsp. salt 
1 cup sugar 
1 tsp. baking powder 


% tsp. cloves 
‘4 cup milk 


8 ounces cream cheese, soft- 
ened 

3 Tbsp. soft butter 

1 Tbsp. confectioner’s sugar 

1 tsp. vanilla 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. 
Mix zucchini, sugar, baking 
soda, baking powder, shorten- 
ing and egg in a large mixing 
bowl. Mix dry ingredients 
and add to bowl, alternately 
with the milk. Combine until 
smooth, and stir in vanilla. 
Drop by spoonfuls, keeping 
each as close to the same size 
as possible, on a lightly 
greased cookie sheet, and 
bake for 9—10 minutes.

(DESE) recorded 3,247 such 
violations. The US. 
Department of Education has 
cited Massachusetts 11 times 
in the past 19 years for failing 
to fully meet its legal obliga- 
tions to these children, most 
recently in June 2009.

Last year alone 
Massachusetts had more 
than 100,000 kids involved in 
summer reading through 
region supported libraries, 
according to Celeste Bruno, 
spokesperson for the 
Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners. 
According to Tewksbury 
Public Library Director Jen 
Hinderer, last year 1,000 kids 
joined the summer reading 
program. This year enroll- 
ment exceeded 1,000, and so 
far 1,400 kids have partaken 
of some kind of event or ser- 
vice at the library this sum- 
mer. 

Tewksbury and Wi 
are both part of the Northeast 
Regional Library System. 

Wilmington Memorial 
Library Director Christina 
Stewart is concerned about 
service impacts should the 
Governor veto either the sup- 
plemental budget altogether 
or the line item for libraries. 

“The regions provide the 
infrastructure, the backbone, 
so that the interlibrary loan 
works,” said Stewart adding 
that the regions provide 
important information 
through the funding of data- 
bases and important training 


for staff. “Interlibrary loan . 


statistics have really gone up, 
into the millions now. Books 
are transported from library 
to library. If you want a book 
in Springfield, it can be deliv- 
ered to Wilmington,” said 
Stewart. 

In Tewksbury last year 
more than 24,000 books were 
delivered as part of the inter- 
library loan program, accord- 
ing to Hinderer. 

Both Wilmington and 
‘Tewksbury utilized consultant 
services from the region to 
work on their. libraries’ long 
range plans, and at no cost to 
the town. 

Stewart cautions that cut- 
ting the regions’ budgets 
could result in a loss of data- 
base access, some of which 
provide very useful up-to-date 
information on job hunting, 
consumer, and school and col- 
lege information. 

Hinderer concurred and 
added that cuts to the 
regions, averaging 10 to 15 
percent, would result in fewer 
book deliveries per week, per- 
haps three days a week 
instead of five, as well as 
eliminating certain cate- 
gories of materials that may 
be delivered at all. 

“People love our delivery, 


they can get a book from any- 
where in the state. It's what 
allows our libraries to be very 
strong. Its kind of an equaliz- 
er; you can live in any neigh- 
borhood anywhere in the 
state and have access to the 
materials in any other neigh- 
borhood,” said Bruno. 

Signing the supplemental 
budget will fund the regional 
library system at the same 
level as in fiscal year 2000, 
says Bruno. But if Patrick 
vetoes the funding, regional 
budgets will sink to a level 
not seen in 12 years. 

Both Hinderer and Stewart 
say library usage in their 
towns has increased dramati- 
cally. In Tewksbury Internet 
usage represents the greatest 
single increase usage, up 60 
percent from June 2008 to 
June 2009. 

“With the downturn in the 
economy we need to keep our 
circulation, infrastructure, 
and computers up so that we 
can continue to provide ser- 
vices,” said Stewart. “We 
need people to start thinking, 
interlibrary loan won't come 
everyday. There’s a cost to 
that, getting that book here. 
If the regions get cut that 
could be very much impact- 
ed”

ments in response, and 
WERC responded to those. 
The back and forth nature of 
capturing the interest of all 
stakeholders is inherent in 
the process. 

In a public statement via 
email on behalf of WERC, 
Suzanne Sullivan wrote, “We 
wish to thank Jim DiLorenzo 
and the EPA for working with 
WERC and CEI (Cambridge 
Environmental Inc., consul- 
tants to WERC) on this stage 
of the process. We all are 
obviously not going to agree 
on all aspects of this 
site/project. That being said, 
to date, Mr. DiLorenzo has 
been respectful, up-front, and 
responsive.” 

Geolnsight provided written 
comments to the EPA on the 
draft RI/FS work plan on 
July 6 and received the EPA’s 
response on July 14, said 
Wilmington’s Assistant Town 
Manager, Jeff Hull. 

‘The final work plan must be 
submitted :to the EPA by 
August 17 and satisfy pending 
conditions within the 
approval letter. Further, said 
Hull, the EPA expects Olin to 
begin fieldwork for the reme- 
dial investigation also by mid- 
August, or thirty days from 
the date of the letter. 

The EPA’s conditional 
approval includes five condi- 
tions and more than twelve 
pages of comments. The con- 
ditions specifically address 
financial assurance, well con- 
struction, slurry wall testing, 


the North Pond area, and the 
right to request additional 
samples and testing 

The EPA gave Olin thirty 
days, or to mid-August, to 
submit a cost estimate for the 
completion of all activities 
within the Final RI/FS Work 
Plan. That estimate will 
become the basis upon which 
Olin and other Respondents 
create financial security for 
the benefit of the EPA. 

EPA also requires an adden- 
dum to the RI/FS Work Plan 
regarding well construction 
details in advance of prepara- 
tions to install new monitor- 
ing wells, as well as an adden- 
dum due within two months 
for the implementation and 
evaluation of slurry wall test- 
ing. 

Another condition expresses 
some’-frustration with the 
North Pond Area of the site. 

“Despite continuous 
requests by EPA to adequate- 
ly characterize the North 
Pond area, the Draft Work 
Plan does not propose any 
site characterization to analy- 
sis,” writes DiLorenzo, who 
goes on to state that aerial 
photography confirms the 
area was linked to contami- 
nated ditches and a sediment 
sample “confirms the pres- 
ence of several site-related 


compounds,” 
The EPA calls for more 
work characterizing the 


North Pond site and reserves 
the right to request additional 
samples and analysis at the 
site. 


Hull told the Crier that 
Wilmington Town Manager 
Michael Caira is planning to 
have Geolnsight attend a 
Board of Selectmen meeting 
in September. 

Chemical manufacturing 
began in 1953 at the Olin prop- 
erty, located at 51 Eames 
Street in Wilmington. The 
facility produced specialized 
chemicals for the rubber and 
plastics industry including, 
blowing agents, stabilizers, 
antioxidants. Prior to 1970, 
chemicals were discharged 
into several unlined central 
pits and ponds in the proper- 
ty. Contaminants found in the 
groundwater at the site 
include ammonia, chloride, 
sodium, sulfate, chromium, 
and N-nitrosodimethylamine 
(NDMA). These chemicals 
were also present in several 
of Wilmington’s municipal 
drinking water wells at Maple 
Meadow Brook. In 2003, these 
wells were taken out of ser- 
vice. With significant impacts 
to town drinking water sup- 
plies, the town of Wilmington 
retained the consulting firm 
of Geolnsight, Inc., who will 
continue to oversee Superfund 
activities 

The acre Olin Chemical 
Superfund site was listed on 
the National Priorities list in 
April 2006. In June 2007 the 
EPA reached a voluntary set- 
tlement agreement with Olin 


Corporation, American 
Biltrite Inc, and Stepan 
Company.

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installing handicap ramps in 
a home, heating fuel assis- 
tance, and even renting med- 
ical equipment so a baby 
could come home from the 
hospital. 

Though created in 1945, this 
will be the first live auction 
for the WCF. Denise Ryan, 
owner of the Ryan Auction 
Company, will host the auc- 
tion at her Middlesex Avenue 
facility (behind the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles), which she 
“generously” donated to the 
cause, says Searfoss. 

“It is one of the organiza- 
tions that I’m really happy to 
be involved in because I’m 
giving back to the community 
and helping people in need,” 
said Searfoss, a member 
since the 1970s. “It's a small 
board - not that many of us - 
and we figure if it [the auc- 
tion] works out well and we 
get the support from the com- 
munity, it may be an ongoing 
thing.” ' 

The organization is funded 
entirely through donations 
from the community - no 
state or federal funding aids 
the program - exemplifying 
the motto “People helping 
People.”

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Bill Campbell completes Pan Mass Challenge 


An emotional ride he will

Bill Campbell had one phe- 
nomenal weekend participat- 
ing in the 2009 Pan-Mass 
Challenge, a bike ride as well 
as a major cancer fundraiser 
for the Dana Farber Institute. 

“It was one of the most emo- 
tional experiences I have ever 
had,” he said. 

Throughout his - lifetime, 
Campbell, 66, has been 
affected by cancer in more 
ways than one. He has lost 
several loved ones to the ill- 
ness, such as his grandmoth- 
er, father, mother, younger 
brother, first cousin, and best 
friend. He also suffered from 
a type of skin cancer known 
as melanoma; he was faced 
with the diagnosis and surg- 
eries 20 years ago. Only 
recently did he find out that 
his sister Mary had been 
diagnosed with cancer as 
well 

Aside from being personally 
affected by cancer, Campbell 
often sees other families 
struggling through the same 
problems, as he is a cancer 
researcher for a pharmaceu- 
tical company in 
Massachusetts. 

“(Through the job] I under- 
stand and appreciate the 
efforts of every scientist and 
physician who endeavors to 
make a different in the lives 
of patients,” Campbell 
explains in his cover letter 
that is posted on his PMC 
website. “I have seen success 
and tragedy- both personally 
and professionally. It is what 
makes me passionate about 
this work.” 

Being touched by cancer in 
a number of ways, Campbell 


decided to participate in the 
one-day ride for his first time, 
and with it came his first 
attempt at individually 
fundraising. He was already 
accustomed’ to participating 
in other cancer fundraisers, 
such as short running races 
for the Multiple Myeloma 
Foundation and the Leukemia 
Society. He was also involved 


leukemia and lymphoma. 

“I have taken part in other 
fundraising events, but noth- 
ing like this, however,” he 


said. “The —_ Pan-Mass 
Challenge was the biggest 
and best organized fundrais- 
er in which I have been able 
to participate.” 

Campbell first heard about 
the Pan-Mass Challenge from 
a good friend who has been 
doing the ride for eight years. 

“It’s a small thing that an 
individual can do, but collec- - 
tively the PMC riders make a 
tremendous contribution to 
the challenge of cancer 
research,” he also stated in 
his cover letter. 

Campbell said that the 
fundraising aspect of the 
PMC turned out to be easier 
than he had expected. To 
raise money, he used just 
some of the fundraising tools 
created by the Pan-Mass 
Challenge, the most success- 
ful one for him being the 
online method, where dona- 
tions were made directly 
from his profile on the PMC 
website. 

He initially set a goal to 
raise at least $1,000 dollars 
for the cause; currently he 
has raised a total of $1,608, 
significantly exceeding his

For the actual PMC, 
Campbell rode the Wellesley 
Route, which was classified 
as a one-day route and took 
place on the second day of 
the event: Sunday, August 
2nd. The route was approxi- 
mately 47 miles long. 
Campbell began riding at 
around 7:30 a.m. and crossed 
the finish line at around 10:30 
a.m., completing the ride in 
just over three hours. 

“I didn’t have a particular 
goal I set for a time,” he said. 
“I just wanted to finish with 
dignity.” 

Next year, however, he 
aspires to ride the full, two- 
day route from Sturbridge to 
Provincetown. 

“Although I did the ride on 
my own, sometimes I would

or vice versa, and we would 
chat for a few minutes. Then 
either they moved on or I 
moved on. Everybody had a 
story, and though most sto- 
ries varied, everyone was rid- 
ing to make whatever contri- 
bution they could to cancer 
research,” he said.

Several weeks ago, news 
broke that Governor Deval 
Patrick had removed money 
from the state's budget need- 
ed by Zoo New England. 

ZNE is a private non-prof- 
it group created by an act of 
the Legislature in 1992 and 
charged with re-opening 
Stone Zoo, maintaining 
accreditation for the Franklin 
Park Zoo, obtaining accredi- 
tation for Stone Zoo and gen- 
erally to repair, enhance and 
otherwise improve the zoos 
and their collections. 

ZNE is typically 60 percent 
state funded and 40 percent 
privately. funded, which is the 
average split for zoos in the 
US. Originally, it was thought 
that it would take $6.5 million 
from the state to keep both 
zoos open. Unfortunately, the 
Governor vetoed portions of 
the budget ($148 million to be 
exact) so that he could place 
the money elsewhere, includ- 
ing funding for healthcare for 
legal immigrants. 

Part of the money he was 
looking to relocate went to 
ZNE. Governor Patrick 
removed $4 million: from the 
non-profit’s budget, leaving 
them with only $2.5 million 
(that $6.5 million being a 
decrease of nine percent from 
last year’s budget already, so 
the group appeared ready to 
take a major hit) 

On July 22, in an effort to 
drum up sypport for ZNE, a 
letter was written and signed 
by several members of the 
House of Representatives 
(Lewis, Dwyer and Katherine 
Clark, who represents several 
districts in Wakefield) asking 
their colleagues to support 
ZNE's attempt to regain some 
of the funding that was taken 
away. 

The letter said, in part, 
"The Franklin Park and Stone 
Zoos are an important part of 
the fabric of our communities 

(unfortunately) the zoos 
received a 9% cut in the 
Conference Committee budg- 
et. Governor Patrick's veto, 
however, reduces funding by 
an additional $4 million, a 
65% cut.” 

The letter concluded by 
stating that if funding was not

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restored, "The zoos would 
have no choice but to close 
their gates to the public. If 
so, Massachusetts would suf- 
fer the loss of a crucial eco- 
nomic, educational, work- 
force, and cultural resource." 

In an interview conducted 
with Representative Lewis 
prior to the supplemental 
budget passing, who repre- 
sents both Stoneham and 
Winchester, had ZNE been 
forced to work with a $2.5 mil- 
lion budget, "(Neither zoo) 
could continue to operate. 
They would have had to lay 
off non-animal care person- 
nel." 

In an ironic twist, closing 
the zoos would have cost the 
state more money than ZNE 
was looking for. Thanks to 
information provided by both 
Representative Lewis and 
Senate Minority Leader 
Richard Tisei, it was discov- 
ered it would cost the state $9 
million the first year, $6.3 mil- 
lion the second year and $3 
million the third year to close 
both the Franklin Park and 
Stone zoos. 

"You can’t just move ani- 
mals from one zoo to anoth- 
er," said Senator Tisei. "It 
costs millions of dollars." In 
fact, there are 1,559 animals 
housed at the two facilities. 
Moving them, plus providing 
food and veterinary care, 
would not only be costly, but 
also complex. 

"20 percent of the animals 
are too old and wouldn't be 
taken by other zoos," noted 
Representative Lewis. What 
would have happened to those 
animals was unclear at the 
time, though ZNE backed off 
a statement saying they would 


| be euthanized. 


Knowing all that, both 
Representative Lewis and 
Senator Tisei, along with 
James Dwyer, who represents 
both Reading and Woburn and 
part of Stoneham, took up the 
fight to see that ZNE received 
enough funding to stay open. 

"We're trying to work out a 
number to keep the zoos 
going, but we know it won't be 
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STONE Z00, as part of Zoo New England took a beating 
this budget season. But local legislators and others fought 
for funding to keep the facilities open for children and the 
public. Recently a supplemental budget was passed on 
Beacon Hill and it is now awaiting the governor's signa- 
ture.
